The provincial and federal 
governments should do more 
work in convincing the United 
States and other beef-consum¬ 
ing countries that Alberta prod¬ 
uct is safe using facts, rather 
than destroying entire herds, a 
Didsbury vet said last week. 

Gord Krebs, owner of Krebs 
and Company, told the Review 
last week that slaughtering 
herds because of Mad Cow dis¬ 
ease will do more harm than 
good. 

“We need to get government 
officials to convince the United 
States this is not a big deal - 
that humans are unlikely to get 
it,” said Krebs. “What really 
disturbs me is they haven’t 
even proven that you can get it 
from eating cattle.” 

Krebs believes drastic action 
like killing entire herds is sim¬ 
ply window dressing for the 
United States and that destroy¬ 
ing herds is creating unneces¬ 
sary panic in both countries. 

“There is no reason to kill 
entire herds. The only reason 
they are doing it is to show the 
U.S. that we are doing some¬ 
thing. 

“It’s not the right ap¬ 
proach.” 

Krebs is advocating that peo¬ 
ple phone their MLAs. MPs and 
members of the Canadian Food 
Inspection Agency (CFIAi and 
ask whv entire herds are being 
killed. 

Krebs said the cow that 
tested positive for Mad Cow dis¬ 
ease in the Fairview area was 
slaughtered in January and 
could have been carrying the 
disease for up to eight years. 
He questions if the steaks peo¬ 
ple ate last week are any differ¬ 
ent than those being sold now.

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High school will be built in Didsbury

Grade 10 students will likely be the first to graduate out of a 
new school that will be built in Didsbury over the next two 
years. 

MLA Richard Marz announced Tuesday the Chinook's Edge 
School Division would receive almost $5.8 million to build a 
390-student replacement school. 

The board received $3,124,002 to modernize the high school 
two years ago, but transferred some of those funds to Ross 
Ford Elementary, also in Didsbury, earlier this year to finish 
necessary improvements there. Chinook’s Edge was also given 
permission to start planning for a new high school from the 
province - even though the necessary funding wasn't in place 
at that time. 

“What usually follows an announcement like this is con¬ 
struction,” said Marz in front of a crowd of teachers, students 
and media shortly before announcing allotted dollars. 

The current high school was constructed in 1953 with an 
addition added in 1965. The high school has scored high on 
provincial audits used to determine need for modernization. 
School officials said sports teams had to use the gymnasium at 
Westglen, Didsbury's Middle School, that the band room was 
too small, that students didn’t have appropriate gathering ar¬ 


eas and that there wasn’t adequate space or equipment to run 
a full CTS (shop) program. 

Recently Black Mould was found in a portable attached to 
the school that was used as a band room. 

Chinook’s Edge Board Chair Roy Brassard, a former Tory 
cabinet minister, said the dream of a new school in Didsbury 
has been a long time coming. 

“This is welcome news. We have been trying to get a new 
high school in Didsbury for the past 20 to 25 years,” he said. 

Brassard said he believes student performance is strongly 
linked to the identity of a school and believes students will 
thrive in a fresh environment. 

"It really is a compliment to teachers and staff to be able to 
keep student morale high. I think that a new school is just 
going to add to an already motivated student population,” said 
Brassard. 

Didsbury High School principal Steve Thompson agrees. 
He said local high school students will benefit from the new 
high school. 

“If you asked the students they would say they are proud of 
their school but not of the building,” said Thompson. “That 
pride will come back with a new school. 

“The setting will be a chance to create a new culture at the 
school.” 
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“The people,” says Parlia¬ 
ment answering a question 
about what he will miss most 
about Didsbury. “The list is so 
long. Ray Lea, Willard Swalm, 
Vance vanDam, Dan Peters, 
Gail Veno. The original Coun¬ 
cil I started with - they gave me 
my start here. Gord Reimer, 
Roy Brassard there are so 
many people I could go on and 
on.” 

During his tenure as CEO, 
Parliament is proud of being in¬ 
volved in many of Didsbury’s 
improvements. In eight years 
the total assessment of 
Didsbury has grown from $110 
million to $205 million. 

A new detachment was built, 
the Main Street Legacy pro¬ 
gram was well received, a lodge 
was started in town after hard 
work by the community, a new 
developer came to the area, an 
80 acre industrial park was 
started and a sports park is on 
its way this summer. 

With successes also came 
failures. Parliament points to 
the loss of Westward Parts as a 
loss to the community. 

He said the Council of the 
day received a lot of unfair criti¬ 
cism over the businesses depar¬ 
ture, that they worked hard to 
keep the business in town and 
that two major businesses ar¬ 
rived in town shortly after¬ 
wards. 

But after years in the busi¬ 
ness, Parliament realizes that 
is the nature of being a small 
town CEO. He said failure is 
amplified because the commu¬ 
nity is so tight, but so too is 
success. A community usually 
shares in both he says. 

Parliament is walking away 
from his position in a humble

CEO moves on to new challenge 
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way. He credits the employees 
at the town office for all the 
work they have done. 

“They are the reason I and 
the town has been so success¬ 
ful. They have done everything 
and more that I have asked 
them to do. You are only as 
good as your staff and they are 
the best.” 

Finishing the interview, Par¬ 
liament is asked what the fu¬ 
ture of Didsbury will be. He 
points to continued growth and 
continued challenges. 

“I see continued residential 
growth, more industry, heavier 
demands on recreation, more 
people looking to live in the 
country but close to Didsbury. 

“Economists say a million 
people will move to Alberta in 
the next ten years and Didsbury 
is situated perfectly. But we 
need to be prepared. It will 
mean more pressure on our 
hospital, lodge, school and fa¬ 
cilities,”

Town of Didsbury CEO 
Evan Parliament will leave 
Didsbury proud of the fact that 
much was accomplished under 
his tenure - that he is leaving a 
community in a healthy and 
viable state.

While Parliament is excited 
about his career move he points 
out his years in Didsbury have 
been the best of his career and 
he has enjoyed working with 
the people that make this a com¬ 
munity. 
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CATTLE IDENTIFICATION 

CCIA tags help 
industry to track 
its cattle

History has shown that when a border closes on exports 
they stay that way for a painfully long time - just ask any¬ 
one in Britain's beef industry where the borders are still 
not fully open to beef exports due to an outbreak of mad cow 
disease more than a decade ago. Now Alberta’s cattle indus¬ 
try is hoping Canadian cattle identification tag practices 
could change that for the better. 

Garnet T. Hammer, Olds feedlot operator and Canadian 
Cattle Identification Association (CCIA) board director, said 
the tragedy unfolding since the discovery of mad cow dis¬ 
ease, also known as Bovine Spongiform Encephalopathy 
(BSE), is exactly why the cattle tag process was created. 

Used properly. CCIA tags will help producers and the 
Canadian Food Inspection Agency (CFIA) trace cattle back 
to their herd of origin, place of end use and everywhere in 
between. 

In Canada 14 million cattle have been tagged. This pro¬ 
gram. in its first year of enforcement, greatly improves the 
cattle identification process and far exceeds former methods 
of branding, said George Luterbach, Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency’s (CFIA) chief veterinarian of animal health 
for Western Canada. 

"Animal identification is very important,” Luterbach said. 
He said this latest case of a Fairview cow testing positive 
for mad cow disease should emphasize the importance of 
animal identification. 

“I cannot stress the importance of having unique identi¬ 
fication of all livestock and be able to rapidly track the farm 
of origin or reconstruct the sequence from birth to death,” 
Luterbach said. 

Hammer agrees. He feels the tag program should go even 
further to offer animal identification. 

He said tags are trying to replace branding altogether, 
which some people view as inhumane. 

By tracing an infected cow back through the herds it has 
belonged to, officials will be able to determine if it is an 
isolated case, quicker, said Hammer. 

“We are all hoping this is an isolated case and we can 
provide the evidence to prove it.” 

It is also because of the tag process that officials were 
able to determine that the affected cow has had calves and 
determine where they are now.” 

CCIA is researching the possibility of electronic tags per¬ 
manently imbedded in non-edible parts of the cow. 

Hammer said with the Fairview cow officials weren’t able 
to determine if it had been tagged or if the tag wasn’t re¬ 
corded (because the cow was eight years old and the process 
wasn’t enforced until July 1st. 2002) but they do know the 
Fairview owner of that herd has tagged calves and did buy 
tags to participate in the program. 

Hammer said it would have helped track this cow’s move¬ 
ment faster and allowed the CFIA to prove it was an iso¬ 
lated case faster, because only then will the United States 
reopen their border to Canadian beef exports. 

“When we can prove to the United States this is isolated 
they will be quicker to open the border,” said Hammer. 

In this case brands had to be used to trace the infected 
cow back to possible herds of origin. 

“The problem with brands is that it may not get you to 
the herd of origin and are very non-specific. Tags are sup¬ 
posed to do that,” said Hammer. 

“A producer loses up to $20 on a branded hide. And giv¬ 
ing every cow the same brand in each herd would be likened 
to GM giving all their vehicles the same serial number, it’s 
useless.” 

He said although tags are better means of identification 
they have problems of their own. Placed on the ear, they 
can be ripped off. 

If an electronic tag is found to be viable and cost effective 
there is no reason producers would not want to use it. 

Electronic ear tags are being tested now at a cost of be¬ 
tween $2 and $5 each. The tags currently being used cost 
20c• An electronic implant could cost as as high as $5 and 
as low as $2, depending on bulk purchasing. If used, a pro¬ 
ducer would install an electronic gate cattle could pass 
through to track their movement. Hammer said the cost 
may be high to producers but it would be far less than the 
money lost on a branded hide or sales lost due to the closure 
of borders on cattle exports.

Mountain View residents 
continued to slice into steaks 
and flip burgers on their patios 
following the announcement 
that Mad Cow Disease (Bovine 
Songiform Encephalopathy) 
had been found in Alberta. 

Customers continued to pur¬ 
chase cuts from local shops, de¬ 
spite the fact that herds in 
Northern Alberta will be 
slaughtered and tested. 

“I don’t think this is going 
to affect us too much,” said 
Kevin Kurtz, owner of 
Didsbury Meat Processors. 
“Right now it is just one inci¬ 
dent - I don’t think this is out 


of control. I am confident that 
they are looking after it prop¬ 
erly.” 

Kurtz said people are still 
coming in and buying their 
cuts, but recently his phone has 
been ringing steadily with peo¬ 
ple that have questions about 
whether meat used at his busi¬ 
ness is inspected. He has been 
reassuring customers it is. 

Kurtz believes the beef indus¬ 
try will only be slightly affected 
if it can be determined quickly 
that the Mad Cow Disease in 
Alberta is only an isolated case. 
He said that if the American 
border remains shut beef prices 
are likely to go down. 

“It will depend on the bor¬ 
der,” he said. “You can only 
store so much meat for so 
long.” 

Kurtz said like his custom¬ 
ers, he will continue to eat beef. 

“I’m not afraid of it,” he said. 

Just north of Didsbury Meat 
Processors, MacKays Country 
Meats also hasn’t seen a 
slowdown in business.

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He adds that cattle cannot 
pass the disease from animal 
to another and it is not 
passed into a cow’s milk. 

Mad Cow Disease, Bovine 
Songiform Encephalopathy, is 
a chronic, degenerative dis¬ 
ease affecting the central 
nervous system of cattle. 

The human form of the dis¬ 
ease is called variant 
Cruetzfeldt-Jakob Disease 
(VCJD) and likely developed 
as a result of people consum¬ 
ing products contaminated 
with central nervous system 


tissue of BSE-infected cattle. 
Research has shown the 
chances of contracting the 
disease by eating beef is ex¬ 
ceptionally low. According to 
the Beef Information Centre 
tissue from the brain and spi¬ 
nal cord is not included in the 
processing of meats intended 
for human consumption. 

Cattle can get the disease 
by eating ruminant (cattle, 
sheep, goats, deer, elk, bison) 
protein products. 

Canada has not imported 
ruminant-derived meat and 


“I think all of the custom¬ 
ers share a general concern, but 
no one has said they would stop 
eating beef. They are still buy¬ 
ing their cuts,” said Brad 
Hartmann, speaking about the 
family business. 

Hartmann said the beef be¬ 
ing sold at his business is lo¬ 
cally bred and raised and that 
an effort is being made to make 
customers aware of that. 

“We have been telling cus¬ 
tomers it is locally grown and 
that we know what they are 
being fed. 

“We hope that it will be re¬ 
solved quickly, not just for us 
but for the economy in general. 
We are hoping that it is just an 
isolated incident. Certainly our 
economy depends on local farm¬ 
ers.” 

Hartmann said he hopes it 
remains an isolated incident. 

“I just hope it doesn’t turn 
into two cows, then four than 
eight. Right now I am putting 
a lot of faith in those saying it 
is just one cow.”

Krebs said his office re¬ 
ceived 10 to 15 phone calls 
about the disease in the days 
following its discovery in Al¬ 
berta.

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Alberta government has plan 
in place for SARS

Being prepared for Severe 
Acute Respiratory Syndrome 
(SARS) remains a priority in 
Alberta. Alberta’s health pro¬ 
fessionals, the Government of 
Alberta and your health re¬ 
gion are working to ensure 
you are protected from the 
spread of SARS. 

Alberta Health and 
Wellness’ plan to control and 
contain SARS in Alberta fol¬ 
lows the plan prepared for 
paramedic influenza. This en¬ 
sures the provincial SARS 
plan is co-ordinated with fed¬ 
eral, municipal, and health 
authority response. The plan 
has six phases and involves 
active surveillance to recog¬ 
nize when and where the dis¬ 
ease occurs, as well as con¬ 
tainment and control as soon 
as a case is suspected. Exten¬ 
sive communications with the 
public, educational institu¬ 
tions, regional health au¬ 
thorities, and Health 
Canada will ensure prompt 
detection and promote preven¬ 


tion. 

Albertans concerned about 
the spread of SARS can be 
reassured by two important 
facts. First, Alberta’s Provin¬ 
cial Health Officer has said 
the risk of SARS to Albertans 
is extremely low. Out of three 
million Albertans, only six 
suspect cases have been iden¬ 
tified and all have recovered. 
Second, the province has de¬ 
veloped a SARS response plan 
aimed at protecting you from 
SARS. 

If you plan to travel out¬ 
side Alberta while SARS re¬ 
mains a health priority, it is 
advisable to consult the 
Health Canada travel advi¬ 
sory for the most up-to-date 
information. 

Federal and provincial 
health officials are in agree¬ 
ment that travel into and 
throughout the Greater To¬ 
ronto Area is safe. The World 
Health Organization lifted its 
Toronto travel advisory on 
April 30, 2003. At this time, 
Health Canada continues to 
advise against all travel to the 
People’s Republic of China 


and Taiwan and recommends 
against non-essential travel 
to Hong Kong and Singa¬ 
pore. 

Those at risk of contacting 
SARS include travellers who 
have recently returned from 
parts of Asia where there are 
outbreaks, or people who have 
been in close contact with 
someone who has SARS. 

Two early symptoms of 
SARS are a fever and cough. 
As symptoms become more se¬ 
vere, breathing becomes more 
difficult. Individuals with 
these symptoms who have re¬ 
turned from China, Hong 
Kong, Taiwan, or Singapore 
in the last 10 days, or those 
who have been in contact with 
someone who has developed 
SARS, should call their fam¬ 
ily doctor or their health re¬ 
gion’s information line before 
going to an emergency room 
or doctor’s office.

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Mayor expesses concerns to

Jean Graham, Chair of 
David Thompson Regional 
Health Authority, and John 
Vogelzang, the CAO, invited 
representatives of Cremona, 
Carstairs and Didsbury to 
meet with them on May 20 in 
Red Deer. Donna Kelly, Liz 
Smart, Evan Parliament and 
I (Dorothy Moore) attended 
on your behalf. 

Our communities had writ¬ 
ten to the DTRHA expressing 
our issues and concerns, re¬ 
ceiving an almost immediate 
response. 

1. Service to Crossfield & 
Calgary Region. Mr. 
Vogelzang stated that co-op¬ 
eration between regions and 
ease of movement across 
boundaries is essential. They 
are expecting to partner with 
Calgary and other regions to 
provide the seamless health 
care that we have asked for. 
Ease of access to Didsbury 
Hospital by ambulance from 
the Crossfield area will be ad¬ 
dressed. 

2. Cardiac Rehab. The car¬ 
diac rehabilitation center is 
felt to be a strong program 
that is working well, and is 
viewed as an asset worth con¬ 
tinuing and enhancing. 

3. Hospital Acute Care & 
Services. We explained that 
our primary focus on the re¬ 
tention and enhancement of 
acute care was not meant to 
belittle continuing care, but to 
ensure that the uncertainty of 
the past does not arise. Our 


communities and residents 
are united in our desire and 
determination to see 
Didsbury Hospital acute care 
services and medical staff 
maintained and expanded. 
The Cremona Clinic is essen¬ 
tial for residents there. 

4. Rosebud Health Foun¬ 
dation. It was stressed that 
DTRHA has a very strong 
policy that ensures that 
funds raised in the commu¬ 
nity stay in the community. 
Rosebud Health Foundation 
will stay in place, and be sup¬ 
ported by Red Deer. A wish 
list of possible projects for 
our area will be provided to 
the foundation. The DTRHA 
Foundation will offer exper¬ 
tise, legal assistance, work¬ 
shops and information & bro¬ 
chures to the local founda¬ 
tions. The Planned Giving 
Concept is something that 
will offer good estate plan¬ 
ning strategy and positive tax 
implications, with DTRHA 
brochures and information to 
explain the benefits to resi¬ 
dents. 

5. New Services. John 
Vogelzang sits on the MLA 
committee on Rural Health 
Strategies. 

They look at accessibility, 
standards, appropriate diag¬ 
nostic services and primary 
care among other issues. 
Telemedicine in various 
specialties is on its way. Tele¬ 
psychiatry has been very suc¬ 
cessful in Rocky Mountain 
House. Now that Alberta 
Hospital is in the same re¬ 


gion, it facilitates the expan¬ 
sion of these services, ena¬ 
bling people to access experts 
from Ponoka within their own 
community. 

Tele-ultrasound and Tele¬ 
radiology will come, but later. 
These diagnostic services will 
bring specialist's services into 
the Didsbury Hospital 
through interactive telecom¬ 
munication. 

6. Representation. Two 
doctors from each of the dis¬ 
tricts not formerly in Red 
Deer Region will be included 
in the Medical Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. A set of interim by¬ 
laws has already been ac¬ 
cepted by all of the doctors 
within the region. 

Linkages with communities 
will be set up. The forms of 
liaison and general public in¬ 
put have not been detailed, 
but a formal plan for regular 
sharing of information and 
questions and answers is be¬ 
ing completed. There will be 
"no kneejerk reactions" with 
sudden changes, but rather a 
careful process of integration 
of areas with diverse issues. 

7. Accessibility and Inter¬ 
region co-operation. Chair 
Jean Graham and CAO John 
Vogelzang, along with Vice 
President Dr. Dawson and 
Denise McBain will return our 
calls, and promised to work 
with Calgary Region to ac¬ 
complish some of the plans 
Calgary may have had for 
Didsbury. 

Dorothy Moore is the mayor 
of Didsbury.

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BRIDGE BUILDER 


Didsbury student bridges the gap

If you are looking for 
“support” make an effort 
to find Jodi-Lynn Krebs. 

The Didsbury High 
School student was hon¬ 
oured in a special assem¬ 
bly last week, held at 
Didsbury High School, for 
winning a province-wide 
bridge-building competi¬ 
tion. 

The annual competi¬ 
tion, which is held in 
high schools throughout 
the province, is fairly pres¬ 
tigious, but also very sim¬ 
ple. With 300 popsicle 
sticks, a bridge must be 
made spanning a certain 
distance. The bridge that 
holds the most weight is 
declared the winner. 

Spanning 36 inches 
across, Krebs’ bridge 
used all but three popsicle 
sticks, and was the last 
to be tested in Steve 
Thompson’s Science 14 
class. 

The end result was a 
structure capable of sup¬ 
porting 46,400 grams 
(46.4 kilograms) with a 
support ratio of 331:1. 

"I was really surprised 
it held that much 
weight,” said Krebs, who 
built a bridge in Grade 8 
out of spaghetti in a simi¬ 
lar project. “My family 
was pretty excited when 
I told them the news.” 

Krebs credits the 
strength of her bridge to 
the use of glue pins, 
which she borrowed from 
her father who builds 
model airplanes. Krebs 
explains that glue pins add 
to the strength of the 
joints by creating more 
friction between the 
pieces joined together. 

The initiative im¬ 
pressed Rick Tofani, Di¬ 
rector of the Olds College 
Centre of Innovation, 
who presented Krebs with 
her award. 

“It was a neat idea. 
Not many people are able 
to come up with innova¬ 
tions like that,” said 
Tofani.

Caroline Livestock study may screen for Mad Cow 

Officials 
looking into 
possibility of 
expan cli tig 
autopsies 
conducted on 
study cattle

Officials with the 
Caroline Livestock 
Study (CLS) say they 
are looking into the pos¬ 
sibility of expanding au¬ 
topsies conducted on 
study cattle to include 
screening for bovine 
spongiform encepha¬ 
lopathy, also known as 
mad cow disease. 

The CLS believes it 
can play a supporting 
role in rebuilding the 
credibility of the Cana¬ 
dian beef industry in the 
wake of the BSE crisis, 
study member Frank 
Dabbs said Friday. 

A cow in northern Al¬ 
berta was found to be in¬ 
fected with BSE. the 
province announced 
May 20. 

“This (BSE) crisis 
underscores the need to 
be vigilant on all fronts 
that affect the wellbeing 
of the cattle industry. 

The message to our part¬ 
ners and potential part¬ 
ners is that reliable, 
credible scientific 
knowledge on all fronts 
of cattle health and pro¬ 
ductivity is more essen¬ 
tial than ever,” said 
Dabbs. 

In an ongoing 12-year 
scientific investigation, 
the CLS has involved 
the detailed monitoring 
of more about 1,000 
head of cattle on eight 
participating ranches 
and one dairy farm near 
the Shell Caroline Gas 
Complex, about 25 kilo¬ 
metres north of Sundre. 

The study’s principal 
goal is to investigate the 
possible impact of oil 
and gas activities on cat¬ 
tle health. 

As part of the CLS 
study, autopsies are rou¬ 
tinely conducted on all 
cattle that die during 
the study. 

At a meeting of the 
CLS steering committee 
on May 22, one possibil¬ 
ity that was discussed 
was broadening autopsy 
parameters to include 
BSE screening, to create 
a long-term data base, 
he said. 

Study veterinarian 
Dr. Uli Schmiemann, 
with Sundre’s Pioneer 
Veterinary Services, 
said. “Whether that 
(BSE screening) be¬ 
comes a part of the rou¬ 
tine screen on every ani¬ 
mal, I don’t know if 



that’s going to happen 
or not. That is some¬ 
thing that could easily 
be incorporated into the 
study. 

“We’re still in the 
planning stage of how, if 
this thing does expand, 
what additional testing 


will be done in the cat¬ 
tle study. We may be add¬ 
ing some further testing 
to the postmortems that 
we weren’t looking at 
before.” 

Dr. Schmiemann’s 
brother, Peter 

Schmiemann, who owns 


and operates a dairy 
farm north of Sundre, 
has been involved in the 
CLS since it inception. 

Expanding the 
screening to include 
BSE would “potentially 
augment the data we 
have collected to date,” 


said Schmiemann. 

All partners in the 
study, including produc¬ 
ers, will have to be con¬ 
sulted before any final 
decision is made to 
broaden the autopsy pa¬ 
rameters to include 
BSE, he said.

Olds Auction Mart shuts down 
because of Mad Cow

Mad cow news 
spread like 
wildfire

For the first time in the his¬ 
tory, a cattle sale at Olds Auc¬ 
tion Mart was shut down; cat¬ 
tle prices plunged by 50 per 
cent in five minutes. 

Dan Rosehill said when 
word spread about a northern 
Alberta cow testing positive 
for mad cow disease the sale 
had to be shut down for the 
sake of their customers. 

“The market dropped in a 
big hurry and we had to make 
the decision,” said Rosehill. 
“Our biggest concern was that 
we weren’t able to get the job 
done for our customers. We 
have to be concerned what we 
sell their cattle for, we can’t 
just give them away so the 
sale had to be stopped.” 

Rosehill said the word of 
the positive test spread like 
fire through the auction. 


He said a buyer came to 
market who had heard about 
a problem with a cow and as 
word got out everyone quit 
bidding. 

“The people who buyers 
buy for were telling them to 
hold it, don’t buy any more 
cattle. 

“Get off that market until 
we find out what is going on,” 
he added. 

He said rumours were con¬ 
firmed by an announcement 
on TV at 11 a.m. 

“Basically all trade in Al¬ 
berta, Saskatchewan and B.C., 
as far as I know, was brought 
to a halt on Tuesday. There 
was no use in trying to sell.” 

Auction customers were 
called to come pick up their 
cattle. 

Kelly Sande, an Eagle Hill 
rancher, received the call to 
pick up his cattle that after¬ 
noon. He had not listened to 
the news and was unaware a 
cow from Alberta had tested 
positive. 

“I thought it was a joke, I 
said who the hell is this? It is 
the first time I’ve ever heard 
of an auction sale shutting 
down. 


“I’ve never had to go get my 
cattle back before,” Sande 
said. 

Rosehill said all their cus¬ 
tomers were understanding of 
the circumstances. 

Sales at the Olds Auction 
Mart will go on as usual this 
week. 

"We will have a sale on May 
27. The grass is still growing 
and producers need cattle to 
go on the grass. Customers 
will be buying cow/calf pairs 
and the light feeder cattle they 
normally buy at this time of 
year. 

Anything that is butcher 
cattle Rosehill is suggesting 
customers keep them at home 
until the border opens up. 

Rosehill said, in his opin¬ 
ion, this incident has been 
played up unnecessarily in the 
national media and he is con¬ 
fident Alberta beef is safe to 
consume. 

“This is still an isolated in¬ 
cident. There is only one cow 
in the whole country. This is 
not a food safety issue. If they 
find more cows testing 
positive then we will have 
something to worry about,” 
Rosehill said.

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Mad cow announcement cancels local 4-H sale

Organizers were farced to 
put the Carstairs 4-H Show 
and Sale on hold last week af¬ 
ter they were unable to get a 
sale quote from a local auction 
mart. 

When it was announced that 
a cow in Alberta tested positive 
for Mad Cow Disease, local auc¬ 


tion marts shut down and the 
sale committee was unable to 
receive a bid on what the mar¬ 
ket was paying for cattle. 

Dwane Fulton, chair of the 
Steer Sale Committee, said the 
bid received from the auction 
marts is what is used as a 
guideline for the 4-H sale. 

“The bid usually sets the 
trend for the sale,” said Fulton. 


After being unable to obtain 
a bid, organizers had an emer¬ 
gency meeting and decided to 
post-pone the sale by two 
weeks. 

The show will be held on 
June 5 at the Carstairs Arena 
starting at 11:30 a.m. Supper 
will be at 5 p.m. and the sale 
will start at 6:30. 

“We hope that by June 5 the 


government will have some 
answers and the market will be 
stable. And the sooner the bet¬ 
ter. 

“Hopefully the price comes 
back up and the kids will do 
well.” 

Fulton acknowledges that 
this sale is miniscule compared 
to the entire cattle industry, but 
said the sale means a lot to the 


kids who bought their steers 
last fall and fed them all win¬ 
ter. 

Fulton apologizes for the 
sale being postponed but is en¬ 
couraging buyers to come out 
to support the 81 4-Hers who 
will be selling their cattle on 
June 5. 

Those with questions can 
call Fulton at 337-2890.

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COURT OF APPEAL 

Appeal granted on AAA Cattle feedlot decision 


“I think local residents are

The Committee filed for 
leave to appeal because it be¬ 
lieved the NRCB made a mis¬ 
take in interpreting the law 
when it didn’t force AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company to meet with pro¬ 
vincial standards regarding 
bringing the entire facility up 
to regulations. 

In its decision the NRCB 
panel ruled no evidence was 
brought forward to suggest 
the existing feedlot was un¬ 
safe and that forcing the com¬ 
pany to comply its entire op¬ 
eration to the regulations 
would be a “significant cost 
to producers”.

is important to re-emphasize 
that while the introduction of 
AOPA (provincial legislation 
introduced when the NRCB 
took over jurisdiction of Con¬ 
fined Feeding Operations) has 
“raised the bar” for new and 
expanding facilities, the Panel 
has seen no evidence that the 
earlier standards, if properly 
applied, were inadequate to 
protect either public health or 
the environment. Certainly 
none was adduced in this 
case,” stated the decision. 

Approval of the AAA Cat¬ 
tle Company’s plans for ex¬ 
pansion meant the feedlot 
could grow to over 17,000 
head. 

Marsh has stated in previ¬ 


ous weeks that it shouldn’t be 
up to neighbours to show the 
operation is not safe, but up 
to the NRCB that the opera¬ 
tion is safe. 

He added the committee 
felt there was no point in hav¬ 
ing three-quarters of the fa¬ 
cility up to grade and leaving 
the rest as an unknown. The 
three-member panel will have 
three options when dealing 
with the case. They can 
squash the decision, they 
could “vary” the decision 
(send it back without recom¬ 
mendations or they could send 
the decision back with recom¬ 
mendations.

The garden season is in full swing and once again Garden¬ 
ing Guru Miss Marigold Mulch has consented to answer a few 
of the questions sent in by our faithful readers. 

Dear Miss Mulch: I have a large rock garden that I would 
like to plant with annuals but it is full of chickweed, thistle 
and dandelions. Because I am an ardent defender of the ecol¬ 
ogy I do not use chemicals of any kind. Environmentalist - 
Crossfield 

Dear Environmentalist: Well then get down on your knees 
and start digging. Be sure to get all the roots from those this¬ 
tles and dandelions, if you leave even a scrap they grow back 
bigger and better. When you finish digging the chickweed at 
one end of the garden go back and start over again because 
that’s how fast it grows, but hey, you are entitled to the cour¬ 
age of your convictions and when you finish digging those 
weeds jump on your bicycle, because cars pollute, and peddle 
to the nearest feedlot for some organic fertilizer. Lawn mower 
emissions contribute hugely to the loss of air quality but a few 
sheep will help to keep your lawn neat and if you are planning 
to grow broccoli, radishes, turnips or cauliflower I understand 
that soaking them in salt water removes most of the worms.

"In the future, I'd like to see 
a wood shop and a mechanical 
shop set up," said Mr. Brown.

QUESTION: Tell me why some kids with every advan¬ 
tage and opportunity seem to turn out bad, while others 
raised in terrible homes become pillars in the community? 
I know one young man who grew up in squalid circum¬ 
stances, yet he is a fine person today. How did his parents 
manage to raise such a responsible son when they didn’t 
even seem to care? 

DR. DOBSON: That illustrates an important point. Nei¬ 
ther heredity nor environment will account for all human 
behavior. 

There is something else there — something from within 
— that operates to make us who we are. Some behavior is 
caused and some plainly isn't. 

Several years ago, I had dinner with two parents who 
had unofficially “adopted” a 13-year-old boy. 

This youngster followed their son home one afternoon 
and asked if he could spend the night. 

As it turned out. he stayed with them for almost a week 
without so much as a phone call from his mother. It was 
later learned that she works 16 hours a day and has no 
interest in her son. 

Her alcoholic husband divorced her several years prior 
and left town without a trace. 

The boy had been abused, unloved and ignored through 
much of his life. Given this background, what kind of kid 
do you think he is today? A druggie? A foul-mouthed de¬ 
linquent? A lazy, insolent bum? 

No. He is polite to adults; he is a hard worker; he makes 
good grades in school and enjoys helping around the house. 
This boy was like a lost puppy who desperately wanted a 
good home. 

He begged the family to officially adopt him so he could 
have a real father and a loving mother. 

His own mom couldn’t have cared less. How could this 
teenager be so well-disciplined and polished despite his lack 
of training? 

I don’t know. It is simply within him. 

He reminds me of my wonderful friend David Hernandez. 
David and his parents came to America illegally from 
Mexico more than 50 years ago and nearly starved to death 
before they found work. 

They eventually survived by helping to harvest the po¬ 
tato crop throughout the state of California. During this 
era, David lived under trees or in the open fields. 

His father made a stove out of an oil drum half-filled 
with dirt. 

The open campfire was the centerpiece of their home. 

David never had a roof over his head until his parents 
finally moved into an abandoned chicken coop. His mother 
covered the boarded walls with cheap wallpaper and David 
thought they were living in luxury. 

Then one day, the city of San Jose condemned the area 
and David’s “house” was torn down. 

He couldn’t understand why the community would de¬ 
stroy so fine a place. We’ll talk more about David’s story 
next week.

Bergthal Mennonite Church 
gears up for its 100th

The earliest settlers to the 
area east of Didsbury and 
Carstairs were a collection of 
younger families coming in 
1901 and the following years, 
from southern Manitoba 
Mennonite churches. Already 
worshipping the Lord in the 
settlers shed upon arriving, they 
moved to build a church in 1903 
some 11 miles south east of 
Didsbury. The descendants and 
others that came in these 100 
years are preparing to celebrate 
on July 26 - 27. 

The descendants will try to 
bring to memory the spiritual 
and cultural life of these folk. 
The large collection of photo¬ 
graphs already being assembled 
bring to life how transient the 
things of this world are. The 
horse gave way to old bangers 
of tractors and now to hi-tech 
fingertip controls. The out door 
tripod or steel topped clay ov¬ 
ens are no more and in its place 
are the array of kitchen top 
gadgetry or the trip to the ul¬ 
tra modern shopping mall. 
There was hardly a book out¬ 
side of some Watkins or 
Rawleighs cure all for aches 
and pains for humans and ani¬ 
mals. The dress code for 
choring may not have altered 
too much but the rural church 
ladies have certainly added to 
skin care and lace to the dress 
decor. The trip to church of 
walking, riding or horse drawn 
wagon have evoluted to "Show 
and Shine." 

It is expected that there will 
be a small assembly of old time 
farm machinery to awaken nos¬ 
talgia of the farm men that 
wish every one to remember 
that this is a rural church com¬ 
munity. The Mennonites had 
come to Canada at one time 
with a promise to engage in ag¬ 
riculture and bring the west 
into production. For those of 


the world that were praying 
"Lord give us this day our daily 
bread" it would bless their ta¬ 
bles with."Beef on a bun". 

The Bergthal members are 
the church of Christ and many 
of their stories will be in a cel¬ 
ebration edition now being pre¬ 
pared. It will allow the reader 
to visit with them and explore 
the varied nuances of Christian 
living of present day 
Bergthalers. Singing in choirs 
and special groups has been a 
long held tradition of these 
Mennonite folk. The old time 


Forsinger with his pitch fork 
and the 5-3-1 pitch giving, to 
start the singing, would be 
somewhat embarrassed by the 
piano, organ and the drum 
sets. 

The choir master however, 
is preparing to give the cel¬ 
ebrants a taste of the old. The 
old frail Sermon Book, with its 
brass metal clasps, will bow to 
the manifold lexicons and ver¬ 
sions of the biblical texts. 

It will all be there to share 
with guests expected from far 
and near.

High school concert was 
creative despite trumpet mishap 


Dear Family and Friends, 

If last week was unevent¬ 
ful this week was just the op¬ 
posite. It has been a fun. busy 
week. It has been a week to 
appreciate the variety of tal¬ 
ents and abilities that our stu¬ 
dent have. Monday afternoon 
there was a recital for all the 
piano students. It started 
with the youngest ones and 
went through a few in high 
school. They didn’t all play 
perfectly and all of them were 
nervous but it was evident 
that they had worked hard all 
year and they all did a great 
job. 

On Tuesday I was invited 
to Author's Day in the grade 
one class room. During the 
semester the children had 
written, illustrated and "pub¬ 
lished” their own books. I 
was very impressed by the 
books. They had hardback 
covers, title pages and looked 
like real published books. The 
children read their books to 
the parents and staff that 
were present. A few of them 
got a little shy with all the 
adults listening to them but 
generally they were good 
story tellers, reading the page 
and then turning the book so 
we could see the illustrations. 
All the stories were quite 
short and I would like to 
share one with you. The title 
is “They Love Me Too Much” 
by Britany Anderson. 

"One Saturday, I was fly¬ 
ing my kite at the park. It was 
a sparkly pink kite. 

I was flying the kite in a 
thunder storm. My mom and 
dad came to the park. 

Dad took my kite away. He 
did this because I was told not 
to fly the kite in the storm. 
It was dangerous. I couldn't 
have my kite anymore. Mom 
and Dad didn’t want me to 
die, because they love me too 
much.” 

Tuesday night was the el¬ 
ementary music concert. We 
don’t go to the elementary 
concert to hear perfect music 
but to support the kids. They 
are so cute and try so hard. 
The looks of concentration on 
their faces as they count the 
music ready to play their per¬ 
cussion instrument at the 
right time is priceless. This 
concert really gave us a 
glimpse of the kinds and va¬ 
riety of things they are learn¬ 
ing in their music classes. 

Wednesday night’s honors 
concert was on the opposite 
end of the scale musically 
from the elementary concert. 
Two high school girls per¬ 
formed several piano pieces 
each. A couple of the teach¬ 
ers and other students also 
contributed a piece each. We 
heard Bach. Beethoven, Cho¬ 
pin, Mozart, Greig, Handel 
and Gershwin. The girls did 
an excellent job and it was an 
enjoyable, relaxing evening of 
fine music. 

Thursday was the middle 
school concert. There are 
some very talented students 
here. One grade 8 girl played 


a saxophone solo that was 
incredible. She has inspired 
several others to take up the 
sax. It is amazing what the 
music teacher is able to do in 
a short time. Some of the stu¬ 
dents had never picked up an 
instrument before this semes¬ 
ter and yet that were able to 
play a few pieces that 
sounded remarkably like what 
they were suppose to. We did 
hear the occasionally squeak 
but then I couldn’t do any bet¬ 
ter. 

The high school concert 
was Friday night with both 
the band and the choir par¬ 
ticipating. It seems like every 
concert we have an instru¬ 
ment that won’t work well 
when it is time for the student 
to play a solo piece. It hap¬ 
pened again. 

A trumpet valve wouldn’t 
work. As Michael went off for 
a new trumpet we carried on 
with the concert. He came 
back and played his piece 
beautifully. I am impressed 
with the composure of these 
kids. Having his instrument 
fail didn’t seem to rattle him 
at all. 

Pray with us about the pos¬ 
sibility of our instrumental 


teacher staying here to teach 
for a few more years. They 
were scheduled to go home 
after this school year but now 
their mission is looking at 
having them stay for several 
more years. All of it hinges 
right now on a job for John. 
Patty is the music teacher and 
John has not really had an 
assignment the past year or 
two. He has been the “house 
husband” but he would like 
to be more involved in minis¬ 
try. We would love to have 
them stay. They have both 
been great additions to the 
school. 

Tuesday, Thursday and 
Friday nights after the con¬ 
cert there was an art and in¬ 
dustrial arts show. It was a 
chance for the student work 
to be displayed for all to see. 
Not only are there musically 
talented students here but 
also some very artistic stu¬ 
dents. It is really encourag¬ 
ing to see all the ways our stu¬ 
dents excel and their creativ¬ 
ity.

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RESPONSIBLE GARDENING 

Tips and tricks to a 
great iawn and garden

Finally - hot sunny days. I 
love it! I’m sure most of you 
out there feel the same as I 
do, especially those of you 
with a passion for gardening. 
A friend told me that the Al¬ 
manac is forecasting frost for 
the 10 th of June but I figure 
that if we waited until there 
was absolutely no possibility 
of frost or snow to put our 
plants in then we wouldn’t 
ever plant anything in Al¬ 
berta - so I am not waiting 
any longer. 

Over the past week I have 
constructed new flower and 
shrub beds for people and put 
in so many plants at my 
house that I’ve lost track of 
what I have. 

My seemingly endless 
quest for various plant mate¬ 
rial and gardening gadgets 
has frequently carried me to 
Didsbury Home Hardware - a 
fact that Mary, Corrina, Carla 
& Shannon can readily attest 
to. During many of these so¬ 
journs I have met and talked 
to people who have asked me 
questions and offered tips and 
tricks. 

I have also had visitors to 
my house who have given me 
great information regarding 
landscape maintenance, 
project shortcuts, money sav¬ 
ing ideas and information 
about tools that make life 
easier in the garden. During 
the past 2 weeks I have in¬ 
vested in few different garden¬ 
ing tools but I have to say that 
two of these are my favour¬ 
ites and I won’t be without 
them again. 

The first is a Garden Claw. 
Now I know we’ve all seen the 
adds and I’m sure some of you 
are of the same opinion that 
I was - just another gimmick 
and I've been doing fine with¬ 
out it, thank you very much. 
I’m not even sure what made 
me decide to purchase one of 
these nifty gadgets but I am 
so glad I did. Not only does it 
make weeding in flowerbeds a 
far easier task but it also aer¬ 
ates and cultivates the soil as 
well as blending in various 
amendments and fertilizers 
that you might want to add. 
I’ve even used it to break up 
hard rocky ground that had 
a heavy thatch layer and a 
dense mat of crabgrass. At a 
cost of around $35 this tool 
easily pays for itself in the 
time and backache that it 
saves. 

My wonderful friend, 
Becky, introduced my second 
new favourite to me. She came 
over with a weed-removing 
tool that she had picked up 
at Home Hardware. The 
Speed Weeder is a Home Gar¬ 
dener product and costs less 
than $20. This is a fantastic 
tool for those of us who are 
really trying to decrease or 
eliminate our dependence on 
chemical weed control. I tried 
Becky’s Speed Weeder while 
she was over and was in the 


store purchasing my own in 
less than 20 minutes. I was 
able to remove all the dande¬ 
lions that I could see in both 
my front and back lawns 
within an hour without 
crouching down and wrestling 
the weeds into submission. 
There were no nasty divots 
left in the lawn, in fact, the 
core that’s removed with the 
weed is not much bigger than 
the core made by an aerator. 
The entire process involves 
pushing the tines into the 
ground, twisting the handle, 
pulling out the weed and pop¬ 
ping it off the end by pushing 
on the plunger in the handle. 
Completely simple and com¬ 
pletely environmentally 
friendly. 

I’ve also used it around my 
trees and shrubs with as 
much success and no prob¬ 
lems. 

A great money-saving tip 
that I was given during the 
past week came from one of 
Didsbury’s own gardening 
gurus. She suggested that 
rather than throwing out 
your old soil from your bas¬ 
kets and planters just reuse 
it. 

With the addition of a soil 
amendment like Bell’s Soil 
Booster this soil becomes a 
perfectly good planter soil for 
yet another year. Add one 
part soil amendment to 3 
parts soil and mix it up. It’s 
a great way to save money 
and a great way to recycle and 
reuse. Thanks for the tip 
Brenda. 

Now to wander completely 
off-topic I would like to re¬ 
mind everyone that this Sat¬ 
urday is ArborFest at the 
grounds of the Didsbury Me¬ 
morial Complex from 10 a.m. 
to 2 in the afternoon. There 
will be a tree planting cer¬ 
emony, face painting, various 
crafts, compost give-away, 
perennial plant exchange, 
composting workshop, a mu¬ 
sical performance by the One 
World Drum Company of 
Calgary, and the Didsbury 
Girl Guides will be selling 
hotdogs. It is going to be a 
great time and I would love 
to see you all there with your 
families. 

I hope you continue to en¬ 
joy the great weather as much 
as I will. Have fun planting 
and planning and don’t for¬ 
get that I would love to hear 
your gardening tips, tricks, 
ideas and problems. You can

Middle school students had 
a brush with fame last Fri¬ 
day when Olympic and World 
champion speed skater 
Jeremy Wotherspoon arrived 
at Westglen school. 

The 26-year-old world- 
record holder brought with 
him a message about always 
striving to do better, the im¬ 
portance of learning from 
your mistakes and relying on 
those around you to continue 
to improve. 

“You should always strive 
do something better, no mat¬ 
ter what it is you are doing,” 
said Wotherspoon, a Red Deer 
native. “And your teachers 
and fellow students can help 
you learn and accomplish 
your goals. You can rely on 
them like a team.” 

Wotherspoon told students 
that he put pressure on him¬ 
self and that has helped him 
to achieve his goals as far as 
speed skating is concerned. 
He stressed to students that 
they have to learn how to deal 
with outside pressures in 
their lives. 

“It is important not to let 
other people pressure you 
into doing things you don’t 
want to do,” he said. 

Wotherspoon talked about 
a variety of topics - travelling 
around the world, his train¬ 
ing regiment, his successes 
and his failures. 

He even brought up his in¬ 
famous fall at the Salt Lake 


City games that cost him a 
shot at a gold medal in an 
event he specialized in. 

“You have to learn how to 
deal with disappointment. 
When I went to the Olympics, 
I knew 1 was capable of win¬ 
ning medals - but I fell in my 
first race and I was in shock. 

“I learned that it was just 
one small thing in my life and 
I thought about why I started 
speed skating in the first place 
as an eight-year-old. I didn’t 
start because I wanted to win 
medals. I did it because it was 
fun. And it is still fun.” 

“You should al¬ 
ways strive do 
something better, 
no matter what it is 
you are doing. And 
your teachers and 
fellow students can 
help you learn and 
accomplish your 
goals.

Students also had the op¬ 
portunity to ask Wotherspoon 
questions. Topics included 
the fall, what kind of vehicle 
he drives, what he gets paid 
and whether or not he was 
related to Reece Witherspoon.
